5:30 a. m.—At 5 o'clock this (Wednesday) afternoon 6,000 train- 
rest on their arms on board transports off shore, ready to join those who have 
debarked as soon as the available launches and sailboats can carry them ashore. 

The entire army will have been landeq by Thursday morning. 

Time and sea and weather were propitious for the army of invasion. The navy 
and the army co-operated splendidly, and as the big warships closed in ‘on the 
shore to pave the way for the approach of the transports and then went back 
again, three cheers for the navy went up from 10,000 throats on the troopships and 
three cheers for the army rose from ship after ship as the troopships moved in to 
take their share in the hazardous game. 

It was war, and it was magnificent. 

The Cuban insurgents, too, bore their share in the enterprise ‘honorably and 
well. Five thousand of them, in mountain fastnesses and dark thickets of ravines, 
lay all night an their guns, watching every road and mountain path leading from 
Santiago de Cuba to Guantanamo. A thousand of them were within sight of Bal- 
quiri, making the approach of the Spaniards under cover of the darkness an im- 
possibility. 

At 4 o'clock this morning the eOast of Cuba seemed wrapped in soft mist like 


that or the dee days th rorthern fatitudes. “Dull and thick’ clauds lay on the- 


eastern horizon, and the sky was reflected in the gray waters of the ocean, which . 


gently undulated in the lazy breeze. Distant objects loomed up dimly, but it was 
geen that many of the troopships that had been lying several miles in the offing 
“4 had drawn in toward shore, while three or four warships lay menacingly near the 
harbor approach. 

Men Were Anxious to Move. 


All around transports, steam launches and small boats were bobbing about like 
corks, the first indication of the true object of the undertaking ahead. 

An hour later the sun was rising in the eastern sky, touching the 
mountain tops with patches of iight green and revealing the great semi- 
circle of troopships, some close to the coast line, others a mile distant, 
with their decks crowded with eager, expectant men, impatient to begin 


the great movement of destiny, to make a new chapter in the history of - 


America, the first invasion by our army of a foreign country in half a 


century. '

From the staff at rts summit the Spanish flag was defiantly floating 
at sunset last night, but it was gone this morning, and with it the small 
Spanish guard which had maintained the signal station. 

Between nightfall and dawn the Spaniards had taken the alarm and 
fled from the place, firing the town as they left. 


The flames were watched with interest from the ships. Two sharp explosions 


were heard. At first they were thought to be the report of guns from Spanish 
masked batteries, but they proved to be the explosion of ammunition in the burn- 


ing build-ngs. 
Three hours’ waiting made the men on the iaieeres impatient to get ashore 
and in action, and every movement of the warships was closely watched by the 


soldiers. 
Bombardment Begins in Earnest. 


A little before 9 o’clock the bombardment of the batteries of Jaragua was be- 
gun by the ships of Rear Admiral Sampson's fleet. This was ev‘dently a feint to 
cover the real point of attack, Jaragua being about half way between Baiquiri 
and Santiago de Cuba. The bombardment lasted about twenty minutes. 

The scene was quickly shifted back again to the great semi-circle of the trans. 
port fleet before Baiquiri. 

“ At 9:40 o’clock the New Orleans opened fire with a gun that sent a shell rum- 
bling an@ crashing against the hil'side. The Detroit, Wasp, Machias and Suwanee 


followed suit, and soon the hitlsides and the valleys seemed to be ablaze as shot 
followed shot in swift success‘on amid the wild and excited cheering of the pee 


diers on the transports. 

In five minutes the sea was aiive with a flotilla of sma]l boats, headed 
by launches, speeding for Baiquiri dock. Some of the boats were mannei 
by crews of sailors, while otMers were rowed by the soldiers themselves. 


‘ Bach boat contained sixteen men, every one in fighting trim and carrying 
three days’ rations, a shelter tent, a gun and 200 cartridges, ready to take the 


field on touching the shore, should they be called upon to do so.

CARCIA’S TROOPS. 
FIGHT BRAVELY 


Cuban Commander Bis In- 
structions Given Him, 


HE ATTACKS THE SPANIARDS 


Debarkatlon of the American Troops 
Was Greatly Assisted, 


INSURGENT FORCE NUMBERS 16,000 


Re-enforcements from Holguin “Are 
Successfully Kept Out of Santiago _ 
by Garcia with His Half Fed 
Veterans, Who Are Al- 
ways Ready. 


Washington, June 23.—Authentic infor- 
mation received by the Associated Press in 
a dispatch from Santiago says: 

Garcia and his men are in camp about 
eighteen miles west of the city. He had 
1,200 men immediately with him, 300 more 
east of the city and about 4,000 rorth of the 
city. Garcia, the dispatch said, had a thou- 


sand men oppcsed to General Luque, of 


the Spanish army, on the road leading to 
the large garrison at Holguin, and some of 
Garcia’s pickets were stationed on the road 
to Manzanillo. | 

On Monday it was expected that General 
Luque’s command would try to reach 
Santiago. To do so, it would have to march 
sixty-five miles over a bad road. harassed 
by the insurgents.’ Despite efforts of the 
Spanish commanders, the United States 
officials at Santiago in charge of the forces 
there did not think the garrison at Man- 
zaniilo could possibly effect a junction. At 
Manzanillo the force is estimated at 10,000. 
There are 15,000, regulars and 3,000 volunteers 
at Santiago, these figutes being the 'esti- 
mates of the commanders of our forces 
there.

Washington, June 23.—Secretary Alger and General Miles were in co®ference 
in the secretary's office at 4 o’clock this afternoon when the first Madrid bulletin. 
announcing that fighting had begun was shown them. The secretary read it aloud 
with evident satisfaction, and both genthemen expressed thems? ves gratified with 
coming as it did from the enemy.

| “Yes, but they have gone there to fight, and are ready to begin at once,” re-

Secretary Alger said no word had been received up to that hour indicating 


that fighting was In progress, He had no reason to doubt, however, that our troops 


had encountered the Spanish forces, and had given a good account of themselves. 


General Miles said that the American troops would now push forward aggressive- 


ly, driving in the Spanish and forcing them to fight. There was not a suggestion 


of apprehension or doubt, either with Secretary Alger or General Miles, as to what 


the outcome would be. They had made their plans well and they were confident 


that Genera) Shafter and his troops would be hammering at the gates of Santia- 


go before long. 
Strongest Stand Close to Santiago: 


The impression here fs that the Spaniards wi'l make their strongest stand ~ 
close to Santiago and the inner harbor within the range of protection of the big 


Spanish cruisers lying there. There is no doubt, that until these ships are remov- 


ed from the field of operations the campaign against Santiago will be conducted 


against odds. The guns of the ships command the hills over which our soldiers 


must come to attack the town and reach the bay, but we will soon Bring our own 
artillery into play. The naval officials here beHeve that when the time comes for 
an attack by land upon the town, Sampson will force his way into the harbor and 


take part in the engagement. 

They are satisfied that the wreck of the Merrimac does not completely block 
the channel ang say that if Sampson does not come in the Spanish fleet is — 
to make a desperate effort to get out.

~ THEREFORE JURY DROPS THE MATTER: 


Troops Demolish a Store of a German 
and Carry Off His Goods—Gen. 
Brooke Promises the Proprie- 
tor That He Will Be 
Paid for Goods. 


Lafayette, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—The 
Grand jury today refused to indict Briga- 
dier General H. V. Boynton for writing 
the letter to Governor Atkinson charging 
the county commissioners of Walker coun- 
ty with being responsible for the troubles 
at Lytle. 

The jury had been asked to bring the-in- 
dictment against General Boynton on the 
charge of criminal libel, but the jurots 
decided that there were no grounds to sup- 
port such a charge. I wired yesterday that 
the county commissioners had held a meet- 
ding and that the grand jury would take 
up the matter of indicting a prominent 
army officer today. The official in ques- 
tion was General Boynton, chairman of the 
Chickamauga Park commission. I learn 
from members of the board of roads and 
revenue that the board did not make a 
unanimous demand that General Boynton 
be indicted. Major Alsabrook was the 
commissioner who was mainly anxious 
to secure a true bill against the general. 
' He spoke warmly on the subject during the 
meeting yesterday, but other commission- 
ers did not want to fight General Boynton, 
because he had done so much for Walker 
‘county. — 

Wien the jury took the matter up this 
morning it was quickly disposed of. The 
general opinion, as expressed in the grand 
jury room, was that General Boynton jad 
done the county commissioners an tinjus- 
tice in writing to Governor Atkinson that 
they wére at Lytle issuing whisky licenses. 
As a matter of fact, the commissioners 
were not at Lytle, and it appears that Gen- 
eral Boynton was misinformed when he 
made such a sensational charge against. 
the gentlemen who compose the board of 
roads and revenues of this county. There 
Was never but one license granted, and it 
has been canceled, since it has been de- 
termined that Lytle is too close toa church 
to have a saloon. 

General Boynton is in Washington,where 
he went since getting his new appointment. 
Troops Sack a Store. 

The grand jury was engaged this morn- 
ing in an investization of the demolition 
of a large general merchandise store at 
Chickamauga by two regiments of sol- 
diers. A. Berger, a German, was the un- 
fortunate owner of the goods which were 
carried off by the soldiers. He was before 
the grand jury today and told of the raid 

upon his property. 

Berger tells a thrilling story of the de- 
struction of his store. The store was very 
large, with a stock valued at $4,000. It was 
literally demolished and carried away by 
the hundreds of General Brooke’s men, 
Berger's store was at Chickamauga, Ga., 
three miles below Lytle. Every day dif- 
ferent regiments are marched to Chicka- 
mauga and back to camp. The two regi- 
ments which destroyed Berger’s store 
were Pennsylvania and Illinois troops. 
The men reached Chickamauga and a few 
of the hungry soldiers stepped into Ber- 
ger’s to buy food. While he was waiting 
on the men their comrades made a rush 
into the store and began to help them- 
Berger made an effort to stop the 
robbery, but was helpless against hun- 
dreds of reckless soldiers. He had to stand 
and watch the men demolish his store and 
carry off its contents. The soldiers did 
not confine their foraging to the eatables, 
but took the dry goods and wasted what 
was not wanted, 

Berger says that after the 
ruined everything and had gone, two of- 
ficers came into the demolished store- 
house and asked him what they could do 
to prevent thelr men from doing further 
damage. They asked Berger to point out 
the ¢uilty parties, but this was imposs:ble, 
as the officers had not ventured to inter- 
fere until they saw that the robbers had |

asked him to make out an inventory of 
the property destroyed. This the store- 
keeper did, but he has heard nothing more 
from the matter. 

Jurymen Call on General Brooke. 

A committee of the grand jury which 
called on General Bruvxe asked what he 
would do about the outrage at Chicka- 
mauga, and the general informed the ju- 
rors that Berger would be paid and the 
two regiments fined. 

Similar outrages on the property-holders 
all around the park are being committed 
daily.

This 
will bring on a lively clash, for the army 
men are determined to thave the _ beer 
stands.

Wood Workers’ Strike in Oshkosh 
Causes Factory To Shut Down. 

Oshkosh, Wis., June 23.—A serious riot 
occurred here teday as a result of the wood 
workers’ strike. Several hundred women, 
armed with clubs, rocks, eggs and paper 
sacks of pepper, gathereg at the south 
end of Light street bridge, near the Mor- 
gan sash. door and blind factory, and wait- 
ed for workmen endeavoring to enter the 
factory. 

The police were powerless to disperse the 
mob and not a man was allowed to enter 
the factory, even the proprietors being 
driven back by threats of violence. Non- 
union laborers were singled out and ehased 
for blocks, a number of them being struck 
by stones and eggs. AS a consequence the 
plant was ordered closed down and the 
manufacturers are now holding a confer- 
ence with the officials. 3 

A similar riot on a smaller scale oc- 
curred last night, during which one man 
had his mose smashed with a stone. Serious 
trouble is anticipated, as the strikers are 
feeling ugly. Several incendiary fires in 
the past few days are laid to the strikers, 
and it is feared that a resort to force may 
result in further attempts in this direction.

The most important statement made was 
in substance that the torpedo boats have 
not, since their arrival here, made any 
attempt to leave, being unable to do so. 
The ships have only half their supplies of 
coal, although some coal arrived by over- 
land route two weeks ago. 

The shell that sunk the Reina Mercedes 
was fired during the first bombardment 
by the Massachusetts. Beyond this loss 
and the quite large loss of life incident 
to it there was little er no damage done. 
The earthworks were disturbed and one 
smcoth bore gun was dismounted on the 
west battery. Several new guns are being 
put up facing the sea, three of which on 
the west, are ships’ guns of the six-Inch 
rapid-fire variety, and automatic guns of 
all descriptions, it appears, are being 
mounted on the earthworks surrounding 
the city.

That the landing of 
the great army of volunteers was the exe- 
cution of a carefully arranged plan is 
shown by the dispatches received by Gen- 
eral Garcia from the officials at Washing- 
ton. Under date of June 2d, twenty days 
before the work was actually accomplish- 
ed, a letter was received by General Garcia 
in which it was suggested to him that our 
forces would be materially assisted if he 
would thave .as large a force as possible in 
the vicinity of the harbor of Santiago. 

As soon as the United States troops were 
disembarked, Garcia’s subordinates. under 
instructions from their commanding gen- 
eral, were to place themselves under the 
orders of the commander of the United 
States fuorees. Garcia stated in regard to 
Santiago that the city was well fortified, 
and that there were advanced intrench- 
ments. He expressed the belief, however, 


that a good position for the artillery could 
be taken, as had been mapped out in 
Washington and communicated to him. 

It is known that General Garcia. 
June 6th, sent to the cable station at Mole 
St. Nicholas a dispatch with inStructions 
for prompt transmittal to Washington, ana 
which was probably soon in possession of 
the authorities here, saying that he would 
take immediate measures to carry out 
the recommendations of the United States 
government, but that the 
the force would require sotme time, owing 
to bad roads and the manner in which his 
army was distributed about that section. 
He also made this announcement: “Will 
march without delay.” 

No Official News Today. 

The miliary situation at Santiago, so 
far as the war and navy departments 
know it, remaing precisely the same as it 
was at sundown yesterday. Neither 
Shafter nor Sampson has. reported since 
the two cablegrams received last night. 

The cable station is within seven miles 
of the point where the debarkation is going 
on. The officials here say that this work 
cannot be completed for several days, 
aithough, of course, the troops without sup- 
plies may be all ashore by this time. 

ene fact appears, namely, that General 
Shafter is arranging himself the details of 
landing, advised by Sampson and perhaps 
by Garcia, and that the military authori- 
ties here have allowed him to exercise his 
discretion in this, for they do not know 
whether he will make more than one land- 
ing, Or just where that landing is.

Prisoner in Admitting His Guilt De- 
scribes How He Set Fire to 
the Building.

Easton, Pe., June 23.—George Stevens, 
who until after a year ago was adjunct 
professor of moral philosophy at Lafayette 
college, is under arrest here on the techni- 
cal charge of malicious mischief. The po- 
lice charge Stevens with various acts of 
vandalism about the college, including the 
cutting of rare and valuable vines, the 
tarring of the chapel, the destruction of 
the organ, the throwing of hymn books 
into a well, ete. 

About a year ago Stevens gained some 
notoriety by his attack on Dr. Warfield. 
Stevens refused to obey instructions from 
the president of the college and was dis- 
missed. He appealed to the trustees and 
that body sustained the action of the pres- 
ident. Stevens is a Princeton graduate, 

Late this afternoon Stevens broke down 
to everything charged 
against him. He also revealed plans of 
the future work of destruction he hada 
laid to burn al} the college bulidings ex- 
cept the gymnasium. Stevens’s sole idea, 
he said, was to avenge himself against 


and confessed

tion. 

The professor declares the brooded so 
much over the loss of his position that 
his mind became unbalanced and little 
by little he yielded to the awful desire to 
destroy in order to gain revenge. He care- 
fully concocted plans to destroy Hadee 
hall, the pride of Lafayette. Accordingly, 
on the night of December 1l7th ‘the entered 
the hall with a key he had not turned 
over to the faculty when he left the col- 
lege. He went to the department of biol- 
ogy, over which Professor Davidson has 
charge and against whom he had an imag- 
inary grievance, and piled rugs, mats;

At various other times later he returned 
to Easton and on each occasion com- 
mitted acts of vandalism. 

Stevens was taken to jail this evening. 
Tomorrow the district attorney will swear 
out another complaint charging him with 
arson. Stevens’s relatives are said to be 
wealthy. 


WAS FIRED UPON BY THE NEGRO. 


Crewd Visit Parks’s House at Night 
To Get Information. 

Greenville, S.. C.; June 23.—(Special.)—In- 
definite details reached here today of an 
unfortunate encounter between the whites 
and negroes near Huntersville. Three 
weeks ago E. L. Hughes’s barn and con- 
tents were burned. John Parks, a negro 
who lives near, was suspected, but no yosi- 
tive proof could be obtained against him. 
Last night a party of men went to his 
house with a view of extorting some in- 
formation from him. 

Accounts differ as to the riot that ensued. 
One says that he was told to open the door, 
which he refused to do, and a volley of 
shots were fired into the door. Parks re- 
turned the fire and wounded two white 
men. A small child of Parks’s was pain- 
fully and perhaps seriously wounded. ‘ihe 
crowd dispersed, carrying the wounded 
with them. 

This morning it was reported that the 
negroes in the community were congregat- 
ing at Parks’s house and Swearing ven- 
geance against the whites. Considerable 
uneasiness is felt here as to what may be 
done tonight. It is impossible to 1¢each 
the place either by telephone or telegraph. 

Great excitement is said to now exist and 
trouble is feared. There has been con- 
siderable burning in that section lately.

CORNELL WINS THE 
GREAT BOAT RACE 


Harvard Came Last in the Struggle and 
Was Badly Beaten. 


YALE TAKES SECOND PLACE 


Winners Took the Lead at the Half- 
Mile Post and Held It.

COURTNEY'S MEN DID GREAT WORK

Game Saturday Will Not Be Played for 


Victors Were Apparently Fresh at the 
Finish, While the Other Crews 
Were Well Fatigued. 


New London, Conn., June 23.—The great 
inter-collegiate aquatic contests which for 
months have been looked forward to by 
thousands of college 
friends, took place today and the results 
again place Cornell on the pedestal of 
fame as the champfon university crew of 
America, while to the freshmen of Yale 
belongs the honor of success in the triangu- 
lar race with the youngsters of Harvard 
and Cornell. 

By today’s victories and defeats the 
prophets are not entirely without honor, for 
in the ’varsity contest the seers named the 
winner in advance. In the freshman race, 
however, the “sure thing’ went wrong and 
contrary to almost universal expectation 
the Ithacan novitiates were reldgated to 
last place, while the first year men from 
old Yale outdid their ’varsity colleagues 
and took as pretty a victory as ever was 
won, 

The two races were strikingly inconsis- 
tent with each other in that one stands out 
as a perfect antithesis of the other. The 
university race, which was rowed down 
stream at 12:30 o’clock this afternoon, was 
a procession ‘of the first class, while the 
freshman contest was a battle royal.- The 
first race was uninteresting except to Cor- 
nellians, after the first quarter of a mile 
had been rowed. The slight lead which 
Yale secured at the start was taken away 
by Cornell at this point and Courtney’s mén 
were not again headed, ~- 

The eight of fair Harvard was never 
in the race. Prettier form and watership 
has never been seen in America than that 
presented by Captain Colson and his Cor- 
nell crew throughout the four miles of the 
race. 

The work of Yale's second crew is 
capable of characterization as first class, 
when not subjected to the deadly parallel 
with Cornell. Harvard was never a factor 
in the running. The Cambridge men pulled 
a long, clean stroke, but it lacked propell- 
ing power and farther and farther behind 
lagged the crimson shell until hope of vic- 
tory vanished. Cornell naturally finished in 
superb style and after the race rowed ma- 
jestically up the river two miles to their 
quarters. 

The twenty-four men were al! in good 
physical condition with Cornell’s etght a 


trifle the fittest and Yale the worst off in . 


this respect. 

The time of the winning crew as given 
by the race officials was twenty-three min- 
utes and forty-eight seconds, the slowest 
time made in a university race for several 
-years, but this is attributed to a head wind 
and the fact that Cornel] was not forced. 
Yale crossed the finish line fourteen seconds 
behind the champions, while the trailing 
Harvard eight rested on their oars thirty- 
three seconds later. 

If the university race of the early after- 
noon was tame as a contest the freshmen 
racé, which was started at 6:03, was thrill- 
ing to the last degree. Every yard of the 
course was fought viciously and the result 
was in doubt until the second Yale rushed 
across the line tie winner in the official 
time of 11:22 2-5. One hundred yards from 
the end it was Yale, Cornell and Harvard 
and every one looked for a finish in that 
order. Yale spurted and maintained ner 
advantage, but Cornell was not equal to 
the strain and at the last moment Harvard 
in a desperate effort shot ahead of the Cor- 
nel} youngeters and crossed half a length 
Behind Yale, with the nose of the Ithacan 
shell lapping the crimson boat. 

The Cornell men were apparently fresh 
and strong at the finish. In the Yale boat 
Captain Payne Whitney was apparently ex- 
hausted. 

Harvard’s men were not “done,” and all 
kept their seats until their launch came 
alongside and took them aboard. 


YALE FRESHMEN WIN THE RACE. 


Harvard Pulls Second and Cornel] 
Third at New London. 


New London, Conn., June 23.—The three 
freshmen crews of Yale, Harvard and Cor- 
nell rowed one of the best races ever seen 
on the.Thames. Yale won, but Harvara 
spurted at the finish an@ was so close a 
second that only a few feet Separated the 
two crews, while the bow of the Cornell 
shell was opposite No. 7 of the Harvard 
crew. It was a royal battle from start to 
finish, with Cornell leading at first, Yale 
catching her at the one mile and Harvard 
making a grand rally and beating out 
Cornell at the Mne. 

Considering the weather conditions, the 
time was fast. Every one of the freshmen 
a over the line in the very best condi- 
tion. 

Harvard caught the water first and shot 
ahead about three feet. Cornell, however, 
was right after the Cambridge eight and 
with intense strokes haq drawn up even and 
then passed her. Harvard rowed about 
thirty-four at the start, Cornel) thirty-two 
and Yale thirty-five. 
half mile rather forecasted what might 
be expected, for Cornell, atthough rowing 
manfully the same long swing that char- 
acterized the ‘varsity earlier in the day, 
found that she could not shake off her 
rivals and at the half mile both were lap- 
ped on her quarter. Yale, however, put in 
a good spurt just before the mile was 
reached and passed Harvard. At the first 
mile Yale crept up even with Cornell and 
the two crews swept by the mark with ab. 
solutely no difference between them, while 
Harvard was not over a quarter of a length 
behind. The next stroke ofter the crews 
erossed the mile flag put Yale a foot in thea 
lead, but Cornell recovered in the next 
and in the half-mile following the crews 
alternated, first one showing ahead and 
then the other, while Harvard seemed con- 
tent to have the nose of her shell at No. 7 
oar of the Cornel] hoat. 

Just as the shells went by the one-and-a- 
half-mile mark Yale suceceéded {n getting 
the nose of her boat beyond Corne!’! and 
held it there. Then came the finish. and 
such a finish, has not been seen on the wa- 
ter for Many a year. Harvard’s coxswain 
called on his crew and they responded 
nobly with a spurt that put them almost 
on even terms with Cornell. At an eighth 
of a mile from the finish line Cornel] put 
in another spurt and established a slight 
lead over Harvard, but could not catch 
Yale. Again the Harvard coxswain called 
on his men and the shell jumped, this time 
well beyond Cornell and with the line only 
a few yards distant the Cambridge crew 
had taken second place ang pluckily started 
after Yale. Inch by inch they gained, 
pulling a dashing stroke that sent the boat 
through the water w:thout a hitch, but the 
finish line was not quite far enough away 
and with Harvard's bow at Yale’s No. 2 
and Cornell’s bow at Harvard’s No». 7 the 
crews sped over the line and Yale had 
won. -

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Justice to the Cubans. 

The theory that the Spaniards are to 
be cleaned out of Cuba in a fortnight 
or such a matter has been exploded 
long ago. Witnessing the failure of the 
Dons to conquer the Cuban insurgents, 
who were practically without arms and 
ammunition, it was natural to suppose 
that our own army would find it an easy 
matter to wipe out the Spaniards; but 
the real situation promises as hotly con, 
tested a campaign as any, professional 
soldier might long for, 

The Spaniards are not to be driven 
out in a fortnight nor in many fort- 
nights, and the fact gives tncontestible 
proof of the consummate ability with 


which the Cuban commanders, directed 
by grim old (Gomez, have carried on 
their campaigns during the past three 
years. Outnumbered, and _ with .the 
porest military equipments imaginable, 
the Cubans have never at any point 
been outgeneraled. 

By adopting, one day the _ tacties of 
Mosby, and another day the tactics ot 
Forrest, Gomez and his lieutenants have 
managed to defy a foree incomparably 
larger and better equipped than theirs. 
Whenever the Spaniards have attempt- 
ed an offensive campaign, they have 
been 80 badly outgeneraled as to be 
compelled to retire into the fortified 
towns. Wherever the Cubans have 
met them with anything like equal ad- | 
vantages, the Spaniards have invari- 
ably been defeated. 

Awhile ago, some of the military 
critics attached ta the newspapers were 
wondering what had become of the in- 
surgents, and some of the gifted corre- 
spondents, writing hundreds of miles 
away from the scene, declared that the 
Cuban forces consisted of a few negroes 
and ragamuffins. But it is a notewor- 
‘thy fact that the Cubans have been able 
to make their appearance when and 
where they were most needed. 

Take the case of the marines who 

_ were landed on the coast and who now 
‘occupy Camp McCalla. Their position 
Was a very desperate one. Some of the 
men were killed in front of their tents. 
But, just in the nick of time, when their 
situation was most desperate, a num- 
ber of Cuban scouts and. skirmishers 
made their appearance, and, in a very 
few hours, the situation cleared up. The 
insurgent scouts and skirmishers drove 
the Spanish bushwhackers away, and, 
supported by the marines, have cleaned 
them out of the immediate neighbor- 
hood. ww 

The military editors no doubt expect- 
ed to find the insurgents drilling up and 
down on the high seas, but. instead, 
they were in the interior of the island. 
It is worth mentioning that General 
Shafter had no difficulty in finding Gen.- 
eral Garcia, one of Gomez’s lieutenants. 

In short, the Cubans seem to have the 
faculty of making their appearance just 
when our men want them, and at the 
right place. 


| The Position of England. 
The public men of Great Britain are 
~ still discussing with more or less ener-~ 
gy the relative position of their country 
‘as compared to the other European 
powers. Mr. John Morley has recently 
made a speech in which he took occasion 
. to discuss imcidentally the question ot 
an Anglo-American alliance. The speech 
Was made, not so much for the purpose 
of discussing the proposed alliance as 
for criticising the recent remarks of 
Mr. Chamberlain, who belongs to the 
party which Mr. Morley opposes, This 
being the case, it is not astonishing to 
catch Mr. Morley im the act of thumping 
his opponent and his opponent’s party, 
‘and to find him inquiring whether the 
alliance is to be between American jin- 
goes and British jingoes for the purpose 
of ripping up things in all parts of the 
world. : 

Nr. Morley announced that he was 
indtenant at the way Russia had been 
treated by the government. Why take a 
Chinese port hecause Russia wanted 
one? ‘Why not enter into a friendly 
rivalry with Russia and compete with 
her in the very markets which her en- 
terprise had opened? At any rate why 
antagonize her and thus enter upon a 
policy inevitably foredcomed to failure? 
This is what Mr. Morley calls his “fund- 
amental proposition,” and assuredly it is 

- fyndamental enough if Russia is merely 
" # engaged in the peaceful work of opening 
- wp new markets. But is she so en- 
gaged? Some very learned statesmen 
have had in the past very grave reasons 
+o doubt it; and some of them have had 
occasion to point to the slow but relent- 
Jess march that Russia is making on 
India, The most grievous mistake the 
European powers ever made, so far as 
“their own peace and comfort is con- 
cerned, was in stopping Russia at the 
“gates of Constantinople. 
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- put, whatever: British statesmen may

them who has recently put his . hard 


and blunt forefinger on some of the dif- 


ficulties that are now perplexing Eng- 
land. This public man is Henry M. 
Stanley—not a statesman, surely, but a 
plain, practical man who keeps his 
eyes open, and is therefore a shrewd 
observer, Ile declares that England’s 
so-called “splendid isolation” is merely 
“splendid dotage,” and,in, anarticle in 
the June number of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury calis attention to the diplomatic re- 
verses which Great Britain ‘has recently 
suffered at Athens, Constantinople, To- 
kio and Pekin. Our readers will re- 
member that, in the face of the protest 
of English public sentiment, Great Brit- 
ain failed to lift a hand to put an end 
to the Armenian and Cretan massacres. 
The Constitution said at the time that 
this. failure was due to tHe anxiety of 
the money power to continue to realize 
on its investments in Otteman securi- 


ties; but if Great Britain had not found | 


herself isolated and therefore powerless, 
the public sentiment of the people would 
have been more powerful than the greed 
of the money power. 

At that time, no one realized the 
weakness that isolation had imposed on 
Great Britain. She was powerless in the 
diplomatic negotiations that ensued 
when Germany, France, Russia and 
and Austria called a halt to the Turkish 
advance on the Greek capital; and she 
was powerless to prevent the loss of 
Manchuria and Tort Arthur, for behind 
Russia stands France. Against Eng- 
land stands the triple alliance and the 
dual alliance, Germany, Austria and 
Italy—Russia and France. Not in 
many centuries has England occupied a 
position so problematical, so unpromis- 
ing. 

Mr. Stanley uncovers the whole situa- 
tion with the rudeness that is a part of 
effectiveness; and with this situation 
spread out before him, he proéeeds to 
<ascuss the proposed Anglo-American 
alliance. He knows much more about 
Ameriva and things American than Bal- 
four, or Chamberlain, or Morley. He is 
familiar with the general situation and 
aspect of things over.here, and while 
he would most gladly welcome any al- 
liance that would redound to the great- 
ness and glory of Albion and put money 
in the pockets of the inhabitants o 
London City, he cannot, for the life of 
him, find any reasonable basis for an 
alliance from the American point of 
view. He perceives what a fine thing 
it would be for England to be able to 
summon our naval and land forces to 
her aid in various quarters of the world 
where her rivals threaten to drive her 
into a corner. It would be a= great 
thing, indeed, but what benefit would 
the people of the United States derive 
from it? Partixipation in the markets 
of the east? Well, we would partici- 
pate anyhow, no matter what power hae 
a foothold there, 

Mr. Stanley perceives that no practi- 
cal benefits are to be derived by this 
republic by shedding American blood 
and giving American treasure on the 
seorg that we speak the same language 
and are descended from the same aii- 
cestors. Stanley perceives that selfish- 
ness, so firmly imbedded in the poli- 
cies. of a nation, is, for the most part, 
as essentially selfish as the policies of 
individuals. It ig the fact that the Unit- 
ed States is af war with Spain on the 
score of humanity which gives color to 
the English hope tbat the republic 
may become a party to an unprofitable 
alliance on the score of sentiment. The 
hope is a..beautiful one, perhaps, but 
Mr. Stanley is of the opinion that the 


American people will refuse to ignore 
. their 


whole history and disregard the 
warnings of the chief founder of the re- 
public by entering into entangling for- 
alliances merely to enable the 
mother country to carry out its plans of 
conquest, partition and control in the 
far east, or in other quarters of the 
globe. , 

Mr. Stanley does not say so, but we 
gather from his article that he does not 
believe the people of this republic are 
to be cajoled or persuaded into promoting 
the schemes of monarchial  govern- 
ments, no matter what their characte, 
or into aping the schemes of monarchial 
institutions. And he is not far out of 
the way. 


The Blockade of Havana. 

On account of the fact that supplies 
have occasipnally reached Havana with- 
in the past few weeks in spite of the 
strict cordon which we have endeavored 
to maintain about the island of Cuba, 
some of the European newspapers which 
are not specially fond of the United 
States are raising the cry that the 
blockade is ineffective. 

The facts in the case utterly fail to 
warrant this outburst. Even granting 
that some few small yessels have suc- 
ceeded in running the blockade and in 
sending supplies to Havana, it does 
not follow on this account that the 
blockade of the island is ineffective. 
Under the international rule which gov- 
erns such cases. it is merely required 
that blockades in order to command 
recognition must be maintained with 
that degree of efficiency which makes it 
dangerous for vessels to undertake to 
steal through the forbidden lines. AS 
a matter of fact, there has never been 
a time in the world’s history when any 
power has been able to maintain a block- 
ade in the most rigid sense of that term. 
In spite ofthe most thorough vigilance 
which can be employed in the effort to 
prevent vessels from stealing through 
the forbidden lines, and in spite of the 
most powerful machinery of war which 
can be used in such cases, it is still 
wholly impossible to guard effectually 
against the wiles of blockade runners. 
Under the cloak of darkness it is com- 
paratively easy for swiftly propelled ves- 
sels of the Liliputiem class to elude the 
a of the great war vessels and 
to emter the guarded harbors unde- 
tected. Instances of this kind have 
been frequent in the experience of the 
great naval powers as well as in the ex- 
perience of this country during the late 
civil war. Conseguently the interna- 
tional rule which governs such cases 
makes it sufficient for blockades to be 
maintained with relative thoroughness 
only. ‘With respeet to the blockade of 
Havana, it may bo stated that, -in spite 
of the fact that supplies have occasion- 
ally reached Havana within the past few 
weeks, there has never been a more 
satisfactory blockade maintained any- 
where than we have succeeded in main- 
taining ‘n that quarter. In comparison 
with the vast number of appetites to be 
fed in Havana, whose population num- 
bers 200,000 souls, exclusive of its gar- 
rison, the supplies which have found 
their way into that citadel amount to 
searcely more than a bagatelle; and if 
Havana is dependent upon the supplies 
which shé gets from blockade runners, 


she will not be able to hold out much | 
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‘say, there is one public man among | longer. 


Information which comes from 
Cuba states that the only possible loop- 
hole through which blockade runers can 
reach Havana is through the Isle of 
Pines. Humor has it that the supplies 
which have lately reached Havana from 
outside sources have first been taken to 
the Isle of Pines, from which place they 
have been smuggled in boats to Batu- 
bano, some thirty miles south of Ha- 
vana. If there is any truth in this ru- 
mor, there is no reason why the Isle of 
Pines should not be put under closer su- 
pervision. Of course, it is difficult to 
guard every exposed point: but if we 
have succeeded in effectually excluding 
‘blockade runners from every means of 
access to the island except the one in 
question, it is evident that we have suc- 
ceeded in the matter much better than 
other powers which have adopted the 
same tactics. 

So in spite of the cry which some of 
the European newspapers are raising to 
the effect that the blockade of Cuba is 
ineffective, it appears that in many re- 
spects the blockade is the most satis- 
factory affair of .its kind ever known. 
Instead of creating so much furor by 
attempting to criticize what they do not 
understand, it might be wel! for them 
to study the situation more closely. 


Textile Education in Georgia. 

At the last session of the legislature 
the sum of $10,000 was appropriated to 
the Georgia School of Technology ‘for 
the purpose of adding a textile depart- 
ment to that institution; but in order to 
make this sum available it was provided 
that another like sum should first be 
raised by popular subscription, making 
the total endowment $20,000. 

Since the action of the legislature in 
passing the measure above indicated, the 
trustees and friends of the Georgia 
School of Technology have been tireless 
in the efforts which they have put forth 
to raise the requisite preliminary sum. 
What measure of success they have real- 
ized in this undertaking, despite the ad- 
verse circumstances which operated 
against them, was announced by [Pres?- 
dent Lyman Hall in his baccalaureate 
address on last Wednesday morning 
when he ‘stated that the full sum of 
$10,000 had been raised by popular sub- 
scription. 

This means that the contingent sum 
of $10,000 appropriated by the legislature 
last fall will be immediately forthcom- 
ing, and that nothing will now prevent 
the speedy equipment of the proposed 
textile department. The Constitution 
takes this occasion to congratulate the 
Georgia School of Technology most 
heartily on the happy fruition of the 
efforts which have lately been ‘put forth 
in its behalf and on the prospect of in- 
creased usefulness which lifes before that 
institution. There ecan+be no doubt of 
the fact that one of the. most urgent 
needs of the south at this critical period 
of its industrial development is the need 
of more thorough facilities for textile 
education, If we expect to cope success- 
fully with New England in the manu- 
facture of fabrics, we must realize the 
paramount importance of equipping men 
competent to take charge of our mills. 
We must not content ourselves with 
sending off to other sections for such 
men. There is abundant talent at home 
if we only care to make it available; and 
we must make it available if we expect 
to realize our possibilities... Again, we 
congratulate the, Georgia, School 
Technology on the improved ‘opportuni- 
ties which hatve been conferred upon it 


for aiding in the material upbuilding of | 


the south.

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How Gen. Beauregard Managed Such. 

Editor Constitution+The disgraceful con- 
duct among the volunteer soldiery often 
reported from the mobilizing camps, calls 
for a heroic remedy such as was- promptly 
administered by General Beauregard early 
in the civil war at Centerville, Va. It was 
in the autumn of 1861. Lt is proper to state, 
however, that there were no women in 
the case, and no outrages of that nature. 
A portion of the confederate army had 
advanced as far toward Washington as 
Munson’'s Hill, from which point the dome 
of the capitol could be seen. The writer 
remembers to have been on picket duty 
there, and recalls a remark of Lieutenant 
Colonel Thomas L. Cooper, é¢ommanding 
the FHFighth Georgia regiment. Pointing 
with his sword to the ecapitol’s dome, he 
said: “Yonder is the mecea of your hopes.” 

from ‘Munson’s Hill the army fell back to 
Centerville, and went into tents prepara- 
tory for winter quarters. It. was a glori- 
ously grand body of men, the very flower 
of southern youth, flashed with the victo- 
ry at Manassas and eager for another 
fray.

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THE RAILROADS WILL NOT DO IT. 


New York Merchants Want To Take 
Customers Away from South. 

The merchants of New York ‘have started 
another campaign to capture trade from the 
other wholesale points of the eountry. 
They are trying to get the railroads of the 
country to give reduced rates to New York 
just for the interior merchants. 

This action is resented by the wholesale 
men of the south and west, who have al- 
ready bought their stocks of goods in New 
York. They say that the metropelitan mer- 
chants, after selling to them, are now at- 
tempting to get their customers away from 
them. One result of this ts to make the 
large houses in the south determine to trade 
somewhere else hereafter. 

The New York merchants formed an as- 
sociation last year and they got the rail- 
roads north:of the Potomac and east of 
Chicago to give low rates to New York. The 
New’ England roads would not doit, neither 
would the the south. The roads 
down here contended that it was unjust to 
tthe wholesale centers, such as Atlanta, 
Nashville, Montgomery and Chattanooga. 
They had no right to give speetal rates to 
merchants without making them epen to 
everybody, they said, and if they were go- 
ing to reduce rates to New York in order 
to induce the country merchants to go on 
there, they would thave to make similar 
rates to all the home wholesale cities. 

They have taken the same position this 
year, and they are not going to help tie 
New York merchants at the expense of the 
home people. 

The Merchants’ Asseciation of New ‘York 
is in need of money. It seems to have an 
expensive staff on its hands and expensive 
quarters. Already this year it has spent 
$33,000, and _jt wants $17,000 more, making 
$50,000 in all.. There are 12,000 merchants ina 
New York, but the has never 
had more than 1,200 members. These paid 
in $30,000 last year. This year.they have 
not paid much, and the directors have had 
to go down in their own pockets for the 
necessary money. They say that they will 
keep the thing running until the end of 
the year, and then, unless their fellow mer- 
chants chip in, they will quit. A touching 
appeal is being made now for funds to 
maintain the association, and it is hinted 
that the city may be asked to contribute. 

Complaint is made by the New Yorkers 
that the roads running to Chicago, St. 
Louis and the great trading centers of the 
west have not co-operated with them; but, 
of course, the merchants of those western 
cities are not going to encourage their cus- 
tomers to go to New York to buy tineir 
stocks. Down in the southwest the rail- 
roads have not, co-operatec to suit New 
York, and the indications are that the only 
territory from which the metropolitan mer- 
chants will draw much trade will .be that 
whieh is near by. 

It is certain that the roads in the south 
will not sell excursion tickets to New 
York this year for the benefit of that city’s 
trade at the expense of southern cities.

< Witnesses Tell How Soldiers Fought 
and Cursed on a Car. 


LADIES WERE PRESENT AND HAD TO RUN 


Ten Men Were Arraigned, but Only 
Four Could Be Identified—Conduc- 
tor Was Badly Disfigured. 


HE ten soldiers charged with rioting 
T= a street car Wednesday night were 

arraigned in the police ‘court yester- 
day ‘afternoon. Four of them were fined 
$15 each and will probably work thirty days 
in the city stockade, as an officer stated to 
the recorder, after the trial. that the four 
men would be dishonorably discharged 
from the army. 

While the investigation of tHe riot was a 
most serious affair and involved some sen- 
Sational testimony, yet there was an amus- 
ing side to the matter. The soldiers volun- 
tarily lined up as if ready Tor inspection 
and stood in true military position. The 
recorder revolved himself into a civil or- 
derly sergeant and called the roll: 

E. Shannon, James Sweeney, James Casey, 
© T. Harris, W. D. Jones, F. J. O'Hara, 
J. J. FPlarity, R. L. Gallagher, Q. Quinn, 
J. Kelly. They all answered to their names. 


The Conductor’s Story. 

The battered up conductor, James H. 
Sawyer, appeared as the chief witness. He 
had a black eye anad a cross of black 
patches on this forehead. His story was as 
follows: He stated that several of the 
soldiers on his car going to the fort. began 
cursing and us the most profane and in- 
decent language in the presence of a num- 
ber of ladies. One of tnem refused to pay 
his fare. Finally when they- were told they 
must pay their fare and behave themselves 
or get off they assaulted the witness, 
knocking him down and kicking 
him as he lay prostrate in the 
street. The ladies jumped from the car and 
ran off,.several of them nearly frightened 
to death. 

Patrolmen Mayo and Dorsey, who were 
the first officers to arrive on the scence, 
testified that six cars were tied up and a 
great crowd of soldiers were cursing and 
fighting. The officers identified four of the 
prisoners as the leaders and pointed out 
Shannon, Sweeney, Casey and Jones. 

Four or five citizens told how the men 
began cursing from the time the car left 
the city until it reached the corner of 
Richardson and Cooper streets, where the 
riot took place. Ail thé witnesses identified 
‘the four men named by the officers as tlie 
ones who did most of the fighting and 
cursing. 

Captain Jennings, who went to the scene 
of the disturbance with the police reserve, 
stated that when he arrived there was the 
greatest disorder and he believed that 
only the timely arrival of the police pre- 
vented fatalities. 

All Standing ih Line. 

Twhe ten soldiers standing in line were one 
by one asked what they had to say. Three 
of them were in their undershirts and two 
others had their shirts torn into ehreds. 
They were soiled and dilapidated. 

They all dénied being implicated in the 
row. One of them asked where the lieu- 
tenant was who promised to be on hand to 
take care of them. The lieutenant wasn’t 
present. 

The recorder told six of the soldiers that 
they could go, but before allowing any of 
them to depart he read out a small riot act. 
He said that from the evidence there were 
only four of the men who could be positive- 
ly identified and he would therefore dismiss 
all but four cases. 

Recorder Reads Riot Act. 

“Now, let me tell you fellows something,”’ 
said the recorder, ‘‘and I want you to go 
and repeat it to all your messmates and get 
it ringing out at the fort. You fellows 
can’t come here and insult ladies and try 
to run over decent people. I sympathize 
with you all and fully appreciate the fact 
that you‘are going to fight for your coun- 
try, but that is no reason why you should 
be allowed to become holy terrors in a re- 
spectabie community. Why, if this thing is 
allowed to go on ladies and gentlemen will 
have to keep off the cars and off the public 
streets and turn the town over to you. And 
let me say that they ure not going to sub- 
mit to any such a state of affairs.”’ 

Sweeney, Casey, Jones and Shannon were 
fined $15 each. They niarched back into the 
prisoners’ room in single file, while th- 
other six beat a hasty retreat. 

A sergeant was present who had been 
sent from the fort to :ook into the affai-, 
and he stated to the recorder that the re- 
spectable soldiers at the fort did not 
countenance any such conduct as the men 
were guilty of night before last, and that 
the gentlemen in the army were tired of be- 
ing brought intu disrepute and disgraced by 
thé acts of a few toughs and hoodlums. 


Will Be Dishonorably Discharged. 

The officer further stated that the four 
men who had been convicted. would be 
given a dishonorable discharge from the 
army. They had, he said, been a nuisance 
al] along and now the time had come when 
they and all like them wouid be dropped. 

No one appeared to pay the fines and the 
convicted soldiers were taken to the stock- 
ade, where they wiil work in the city chain- 
_ gang for a month. 

Conductor Sawyer, who. was so badly 
beaten up in the fight, swore out warrants 
yesterday afternoon against the four sol- 
Giers who were convicted in the recorder’s 
court, charging his assailants with an as- 
_gault with intent to murder. The war- 
rants will be served as gsoon-as the pris- 
oners serve their thirty days in_ the 
stockade.

Companies Must Have 125 Men for Al-

S otllicers for the Third Georgia reg!i- 
ment, United States volunteers, thc 
work of recruiting for the regiment will 
begin at once. It will be necessary for 
every captain to organize a company of 106 
men besides those who will be thrown out 
on the physical examination and this will 
require more than the 106. Colonel Cand- 
ler said yesterday each captain would have 
125 men. 

Captain Baker’s rompany officers are 
complete. Lieutenant Ripley has been as- 
signed to that company, as also ‘has Lieu- 
tenant Marbut. Lieutenant Hastings has 
been assigned to Captain Sanford’s com- 
pany. ‘The other officers will he assigned 
very soon. Colonel Candler and the other 
field officers, Colonel Berner and Majors 


Thomason and Shewmake, will soon estab- 
lish offices where they can confer with the 


INCE the appoiniment of some of the 


captains and lieutenants and the new regi-. 


ment will rapidly take shape. 

The surgeons are now ready to begin 
the examination of recruits and will lose 
no time in beginning the work. Some of 
the officers will probably be examined by 
the doctors today and Captain Baker will 
have some of his company at the capitol 
ready for the examination this afternoon 
or tomorrow. 

Captain Baker commenced yesterday to 
organize hig men and while he is enthused 
in the work he will push it and expects 
to have his company ready to go into the 
service within a week. He expects that a 
good number of his old company, the At- 
lanta Zouaves, will go with him and this 
will be a good nucleus. 

Captain Sanford also will have his com- 
pany in a very short time and organization 
of the first battalion will be begun. Colo- 
nel Candler said yesterday that he had no 
definite plans laid out upon which the 
regiment would be organized,, but felt 
confident that no time would be lost in 
getting all the companies and expected 
them ready to be mustered into the service 
in a very short time. 

He is going to leave the work to the 
captains @nd let them get their men to- 
gether before he begins active work of 
forming the regiment and assigning the 
companies. The non-commissioned officers 
will be appointed by the captains, with 
suggestions from Colonel Candler. Care 
will be exercised in this work, as a train- 
ed corps of non-commissioned officers adds 
much to the efficiency of a regiment and 
greatly aid, the commissioned officers in 
their work. Especially is this true of the 
first sergeant, who is one of the important 
officers of a company. 

The non-commissioned staff will be ap- 
pointed by Colonel Candler. He has made 
no decision yet as to who these will be. 

An important question has arisen already 
among the officers. It is the custom that 
officers shall rank from the dates of mus- 
ter and the first captain whose company 
is sworn into the service is the ranking 
officer and stands next in promotion when 
a vacancy occurs in the majors or any- 
where up the line. For this reason the 
captains are anxious to be first in getting 
their companies into the service 

The line of promotion is not only count- 
ed here, but ts also the case with the high- 
er officers. If the Third Georgia regiment 
is the first into the service of tthe country 
under the second call, Coalonel Candler 
will stand as the ranking colonel and -will 
receive promotion when the first vacancy 
occurs, 

The officers have discussed this and it 
has had much to do with the rapid work 
that ig being done on the organization of 
the Third regiment. ;

New Lease on Life Brighteas Up the 
Noted Murderer. 


STRANGE STORY TOLD OF HIM 


Tom Delk, Who Was Hangei, Would 
Not Associaté with Him. ' 


SAYS HE WILL NEVER FORGET COL. GLENN 


The Prisoner Spruces Up a Bit—He 
Still Fears a Mob—Board of 
Pardons Soon To Act. 


ESTERDAY morning Edward C. 
Flanagan, the thrice condemned mur- 
derer, who has now a chance to escape 

the gallows, sat in his cell at the Fulton 
county jail with his hands and face washed 
and a clean shirt on for the first time in 
many months. The cause of his having 
broken his long record for untidines&’ was 
bis sudden and unexpected new lease on 
life. It was evident in the prisoner’s whole 
attitude that a severe strain had been taken 
off his mind. He sat up differently, there 
was a new look in his gray eyes and he 
actuaily smoked his cigarette in a way he 
never did before. 

The man really smiled when he said to a 
minister of the gospel who called to see 
him yesterday: 

“It is justice, the Lord and poor Colonel 
Glenn who did this for me, and if I do 
escape the. gallows I will bear Colonel 
Glenn always in mind.” 

A strange story is told by Assistant 
Jailer Miller - about Flanagan. Miller was 
talking about the prisoner and the appeal 
for a commutation last night and he re- 
marked: 

“When Tom Delk was here for safe-keep- 
ing just prior to his hanging I put him in 
the cell with Flanagan. One day Tom 
called me and said he wanted to get away 
from Flanagan and when I asked him what 
was the matter, Delk,. who had himself com- 
mitte@ a bad murder, rep'ied that Flanagan 
was nothing less than a monster in human 
shape. I took Delk out of the cel] and 
placed him where Flanagan could not an- 
noy him and I asked him to tell me what 
his former cellmate had been doing. 

““Why,’ replied Delk, ‘he talked like 
either a madman or a fool. You think he is 
a quiet feilow, tbut when your hack is 
turned he begins and he tells me the most 
horrible stories about himself. It just made 
my flesh creep to listen to him and if I had 
Staid in that cell with him TI helieve 1 
wou'd have throttled him to death. If 
there ever was a demon dressed up like a 
man Flanagan is one.’ 

“I have always thought Flanagan knew 
what he was Going when he killed those 
women, but still he has a queer sort of a 
mind and is not like ordinary people. I 
would hate for everybody to think T was 
like that fellow in intellect.” 

Flanagan is perfectly willing to spend 
the rest of his days in the penitentiary, He 
has a perfect horror of the gallows and 
this horror has grown day by day until, 
if he never had a mania before and was 
never really haunted by imaginary fears, 
he certainly is now haunted into ‘dementia 
by the fear that he will swing off the gal!- 
lows at the end of a rope. Al along vhe 
has had a worse fear of a mob than of a 
legal hanging, and he said yesterday: 

“If the neWS about my being sent to the 
penitentiary is true that mob will get hold 
of me before I can be slipped away from 
here to the penitentiary. I hope the gov- 
ernor will look at this in the proper light 
and order out the military to escort me. 
He did it once and T think he ought to do it 
again. I think I will write and ask him to 
let the soldiers turn out.’’ 

The board of pardons will act on Flana- 
gan’s case in a few days and it is believed 
that since Judge Candler has petitioned for 
a commutation of the sentence the board 
will let the case take that direction. 


MONEY ORDER RATES REDUCED 


Foreign Monty Order Rates Have Been 
Lowerei More Than One and a 
. Half Per Cent. 


Postmaster Smyth has received notifica- 
tion of the fact that the postoffice depart- 


| ment has reduced the rates on all inter- 


national money orders issued by the gov- 
ernment. The reduction amounts to more 
than 1% per cent and is calculated to fa- 
cilitate business between the United States 
and those countries in which this reduc- 
tion can be had. 

A new conversion table used by the post- 
office authorities for the purpose of trans- 
ferring the specie of one country into that 
of another has been printed and sent to 
every office in the country. The new table 
gives’ the reduced rates on foreign money 
orders and will be put into effect on the 
Ist of July. 

The orders under the new rates must be 
payable in one of the following countries: 
Algeria, Austria, France, Germany, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Luxemburg, Portugal and 
Switzerland. 

The reduction of the rate more than 1% 
per cent makes it lower than has ever been 
authorized by the government before, and 
as a result a marked increase in the inter- 
national business of the country will be 
brought about. 
- Placards printeq in four of the most 
widely spoken languages in the world, de- 
tailing the new changes, have been re- 
ceived by the postmasters throughout the 


country.

Son of the Murdered W. H. Briley Gots 
Into Serious Trouble. 


HIS EXCUSE WAS HE WAS DRUNK

Check Was on Father’s Estate and Had 
Administrator Banks’s Name to It. 


FRANK 0, MAYS ADVANCED MONEY ON IT 


Briley Had Been Arrested for Drunk- 
enness—It Is Not Probable That 
He Will Be Prosecuted. 
Aes sot Henry Briley, the son of W. 

H. Briley, whose. murder caused such 
a sensation about three months ago, into 
very serious trouble. The check was 
drawn for $375 and bore the Signature of 
James Banks, the county administrator, 
who has charge of the Brtey estdte. 

Henry Briley came to Atlanta a few days 
ago to look after his father’s estate. On 
Wednesday afternoon he went into the 
Store of Frank O. Mays, manager of the 
Atlanta Paint and Wall Paper Company, 
and produced a check for $375, which pur- 
ported to be a payment in partial settlh- 
men of W. H. Briley’s estate, of which the 
drawer was James Banks. 

Mays was told by Briley that the check 
was good and he wanted only a few dol- 
lars on it until morning. Eight dollars was 
paid by Mays to Briley and the check kept 
as security. Briley promise@ to cal] the 
next morning, get the check cashed at a 
bank and return the borrowed $8. 

Yesterday morning Mays waited for. Bri- 
ley and he did not show up. The check 
was shown to Administrator Banks and he 
at once pronounced it a forgery. 

Mays hastened tothe police barracks and 
showed the check to Captain Slaughter and 
told him the cireffmstances under which 
he came into possession of it. 

Detective Hewitt was detailed to work 
on the case and he found Briley at Fol- 
s0m's restaurant. 

In the meantime Briley had been inform- 
ed that Mays was looking for him and he 
paid back $5 of the $8 and promised to pay 
the rest in a day or two. ; 

Mays called again at the police barracks 
and stated to Captain Slaughter that he 
did not wish to prosecute Briley under the 
circumstances. That did not entirely sat- 
isfy Captain Slaughter ang he had Detec- 
tive Hewitt to bring Briley to his office. 

Briley stated to the captain that he had 
no recotlection of drawing any check and 
did not know when he received the $8 from 
Mays. Briley admitted that he was drink- 
ing heavily. 

To substantiate the statement that he 
was drinking Briley had but to refer to the 
police record downstairs, for he was ar- 
rested Wednesday night and locked up for 
being drunk on the streets. Yesterday 
morning he put up a collateral of $3.75 
and was turned out before anything was 
known about the forged check. He did 
not appear in the police court for trial and 
the $3.75 was. forfeited.

Shortly after the crime was. committed 
Henry Briley turned up in Atianta to look 
into the affair. He was said to be the only 
living heir to the property left by his 
father, which was quite a neat little sum. 
He left the city and returned a few days

For two days a party of revenlue men 
have been scouting the region around Fay- 
ette county and while the Cragil boys were 
away from home the officers who had sus- 
pected them all along went through their 
things pretty generally. In a cellar on the 
premises a copper still was found all in- 
tact and showing signs of very recent use.

brought to Atlanta forthwith for trial.
